and then extort millious from the con¬ 
sumers. 

It is aa much the duty of the govern¬ 
ment to protect society from these insti¬ 
tutions aa it is to afford protection against 
the highwayman or burglar, and yet I 
am not sure but there are arguments 
even stronger than the argument direct¬ 
ed against the amount of extortion. 

The fact that a trust ran drive a mer¬ 
chant ont of bnsioms if he refuse* to 
join with tbe trust threatens to make a 
complete change in business methods. 

It |i« impossible to conceive of a more 
demoralizing condition than that ia 
which the merchant ia compelled to 
choose between bankruptcy on the one 
hand and conspiracy against the welfare 
of society on the other. 

CORRUPTING TO OUR POLITICK 
Under anch conditions honesty, indus¬ 
try and business ability count for noth¬ 
ing; merit is punished and wrong is en¬ 
throned. 

If any stronger argument can be found 
against tha trust it ia found in ita cor¬ 
rupting influence upon politics. A small 
per cent of the unjust profits gathered 
in by great trusts will make such a large 
contribution to a campaign fund that 
the party which received the contribu¬ 
tion is likely to manifest bnt little dis¬ 
position te "kill tbe hen that laya the 
golden egg." 

The head of the sugar trust once testi¬ 
fied that the truat contributed to tbe 
Republican campaign fund in Republic¬ 
an stales, to the Democratic campaign 
fund in Democratic states, and to the 
campaign funds of both parties in doubt¬ 
ful atatee. Are these donationa merely 


metallism as it existed prior to 1873, 
favor the opening of tbe mints of the 
United States to tbe free and unlimited 
coinage of both gold and silver at the 
present legal ratio of 16 to 1, without 
waiting for the aid or consent of any 
other nation. 

DEBTORS HAVE RIGHTS AS WELL AS 
CREDITORS. 

The right of tbe debtor to select the 
coin of payment is a part of bimetallism, 
and this right is lodged with tbe debtor, 
whether the debtor is a private individ¬ 
ual or the government. 

National bank notes are redeemable in 
lawful money, and during the war the 
banks exercised tbe right to redeem tbeir 
mites ia tbe lawful uouey which was tbe 
cheapeat, namely, greenbacks. It should 
also be remembered that during the war 
tbe government exercised the right to 
discharge its coin obligbtions in the 
coin which was the cheaper at that time, 
namely, gold. 

CONTRARY TO PUBLIC POLICY. 

The prohibition of special contracts is 
also necessary to bimetallism. If the 
public welfare requires the use of two 
metals as standard money, then it is 
certainly contrary to public policy to 
allow one metal to be demonetized by 
private contract. 

Special contracts create an extraordi¬ 
nary demand for the kind of money con¬ 
tracted for S id tend to destroy the pari¬ 
ty sad put a rrem; im upon the money 
designated in the contract. The inter¬ 
ests of all the people who use money 
should not be sacrificed in order to give 
an unfair advantage to those who loan 
monev. 

NO COMPROMISE NOW POSSIBLE. 

There ia no compromise ground be¬ 
tween bimetallism and gald monometal¬ 
lism. Some have objected to the ratio 
of 16 to 1 , but they have not endeavored 
to secure bimetallism at any other ratio, 
gome oppose independent action by the 
United States, but aid from other na¬ 
tions is so remote a possibility that de¬ 
pendent upon international bimetallism 
ia equivalent to the advocacy of gold 
monometallism. 

GREENBACKS VS. NATION AL BANK NOTEH. 

Besides deciding between monometal¬ 
lism and bimetallism, tbe American peo¬ 
ple must decide between greenbacks and 
national bank notes. 

Most of tbe monometallists favor na¬ 
tional banks of issue, while nearly all 
bimetallists prefer the greenbacks as we 
have them today, and are In favor of 
driving the national banks out of the 
businesa of issuing money. 

For years the national banks were con¬ 
tent with their privileges aod left tbe 
greenbacks undisturbed, but they have 
recently commenced an attack upon gov¬ 
ernment paper under the pretense that 
the issuing of paper mouey ia a part of 
the work of banks. 

They insist that the government should 
to use their language, "go out of the 
banking business.'’
